Whetsel’s record as a policeman

On that 
job, he was the hero of an attempt- 
ed holdup at the Johnson Tin Foil 
Co., 6106 South Broadway, March 
15, 1924. He was passing when he 
heard that a payroll holdup was in 
progress, and jammed his truck in 
front of the robbers’ car. One

“T was walking a beat at Grand 
and Delmar last October when I 
met this actress,’’ Whetsel related 
today, telling o? his downfall. “We 
fell for each other and went around 
a lot together. I was so much in 
love that T lett my wife, who has 
a two-year-old baby, and was about 
to have another. I quit my job be- 
cause the actress said she would 
get a job for me as an advance 
agent in some show. 

“She was gitting $60 a week and 
spending mot of it on me. Then 
she lost her job.. She worked 
around in the clubs and cabarets 
for a while and finally packed up 
and left town. I was up against it. 
I had no job, no money and mv 
wife was sick. I needed money 
for the baby. 

After Actress Lost Her Job, 

“T had met Walsh on my beat. 
He introduced me to his friends. 
They were going to get me a joh 
Somebody suggested we hold up th= 
Liberty Theater. I fell for it and 
drove the machine and waited out- 
side on Dec. 21 when it was robbed. 
We got $1100 (the theater claimed 
$5000 was taken) and I got $200 as 
my share. 

“Later I helped stick up a jev* 
elry store near Arlington and Fas- 
ton avenues. [ went in looked 
around and signaled that the coast 


was clear. I got $80. 

“Then last Sunday J helped in 
the Grand Central job. I wrote 
the note which Walsh handed to

Fifteen hours earlier Marshal] had 
confessed to District Attorney Tay- 
lor of Delaware County, at Media, 
that he had dismembered and de- 
cayitated the body of the 35-year- 
old Norwood milliner and dis- 
posed of the body. In that first 
confession Marshall had insisted 
that he chopped up the body after 
he had found the woman in his of- 
fice, dead from poison she had 
taken.

Knew Her for Eight Years.

MENA, Ark., Jan. 26,—Serious 
illness of Dr. M. V. Mayfield, 74 
years o!d, well-known physician of 
Mena, has disclosed‘ that, although 
Dr. Mayfield has been practicing 
here for 25 years as a man, the 
doctor is a woman. 

When her secret became known, 
Dr. Mayfield told friends her par- 
ants in England needed a son to 
meet legal requirements to protect 
property rights. They dressed her 
as a boy, and as time wore on, the 
habit became her own. 

Taking up the study of medicine, 
she qualified as a physician, but 
continued to wear men’s apparel. 

Little hope for the recovery of 
Dr. Mayfield is held out by physi- 
cians.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26—Almost 
by unanimous vote the Senate late 
today attached to the World Court 
resolution the qualifying reserva- 
tions agreed upon by the court's 
supporters. Friends and enemies 
of the court joined in voting the 
reservations into the instrument of 
ratification, upon which a final 
vote probably will be reached to- 
morrow.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26,-—Oper- 
ating under the cloture rule adopt- 
ed yesterday, the Senate today got 
down out of the clouds of general 
debate on the World Court. and 
began consideration of <he resolu- 
tion of Senator Swanson (Dem.), 
of Virginia, proposing American 
adherence to the Court protocol. 
The impression prevailed that un- 
less the opponents of the Court 
should resort to new dilatory tac- 
tics, a final vote on the resolution 
would he had before the end og 
the week. 

The first matter taken up was 
Reservation No. 1 in the Swanso. 
resolution, providing that adher- 
ence by the United States to the 
Court, “shall not be taken to in- 
volve any legal reiation on the 
part of the United States to the 
League of Nations, or the assump- 
tion of any obligations by the Uni- 
ted States under the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles.”’ 

Friends of the Court maintain 
that this is merely a statement of 
an existing condition, but put it 
into the resolution in order to quiet 
the fears of “over timorous souls.” 

Reservation Approved, - 

In the first vote, the Senate late 
today approved, 89 to 1. the first of 
the Swanson reservations. Senator 
Frazier (Rep.) of North Dakota 
cast the lone vote against it. 

The second Swanson reservation, 
providing that the United States. 
have a voice in the selection of 
Judges, was approved, 83 to 8, with 
Senators Blease, Borah, Frazier, La 
Follette, Moses, Reed of Missour!l, 
Shipstead and Williams voting in 
the negative. 

The third Swanson reservation, 
proposing that the United States 
pay its fair share of the expenses 
of the court “as determined by the 
Congress of the United States,” 
was approved, 89 (te 3, with Sena- 
tors Blease, Frasfer and Harreld 
voting in the negative. 

Next the Senaté approved, 91 to 
1, the fourth Swanson reserva. 
tion, proposing that the United 
States may withdraw from the 
court at any time, and that. the 
court statute cannot be amended 
without the consent of the Unit- 
ed States.’
